Election/Restrictions

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121:

Claims 1-6 and 21-26, drawn to determining a supply chain plan by creating a 



plurality of demand records from a single record, classified in class 705, subclass

II. Claims 7-13 and 27-33, drawn to planning a production schedule by considering 
multiple due dates, including a "can deliver" date and a "must deliver" date, 
classified in class 705, subclass 8. 

III. Claims 14-20, drawn to using linear programming to create an optimal production 
plan, classified in class 705, subclass 8. 

2. Inventions I, II, and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope and are not 
obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is separately usable. In the 
instant case, subcombination I has separate utility such as creating a supply chain plan for orders 
with different demand dates by performing core processing. Subcombination II has separate 
utility such as allocating resources to orders with different possible due dates. Subcombination 
III has separate utility such as using linear programming to create an optimal production plan for 
orders with different possible due dates. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

The examiner has required restriction between subcombinations usable together. Where 
applicant elects a subcombination and claims thereto are subsequently found allowable, any 
claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all the limitations of the allowable

subcombination will be examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1 . 1 04. See MPEP
